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2003 G-8 FORT HUNTER LIGGETT ANTLERLESS DEER HUNT POWER

That portion of Monterey County lying within the exterior boundaries of Fort Hunter Liggett
Military Reservation, except as restricted by the Commanding Officer.

This antlerless hunt shall be open Saturdays, Sundays and federal holidays only between the
third Saturday in October and extending for four consecutive weekends. (October 4-13, 2003)

Refer to Section 353 for legal methods of take.

Tags are valid only for the type of deer designated on the tag. Antlerless deer are defined as
female deer, fawns of either sex other than spotted fawns, and male deer with an unbranched
antler on one or both sides which is not more than three inches in length.

Bag limit shall be one antlerless deer per tag.
Immediately after killing the deer the tag shall be attached to an ear of the antlerless deer.

Hunters should call the base after 4:30 PM on the Wednesday prior to the hunt to confirm the
hunt. The number is (831) 386-3310 for a recorded message.

All civilian hunters must enter the installation through the main gate in the town of Jolon, then
proceed to the Hunting and Fishing Registration Window, Building T-630. Hunters must
check in and out daily. The registration will be open from 5:00 AM to 7:00 PM on hunt days
and from 2:00 PM to 7:00 PM on the Friday before a hunt day.

Successful hunters must bring their deer to the wildlife check station for data collection. Deer
teeth will be collected to obtain age information on the deer herd.

The hunting area consists of 100,000 acres of varied oak woodland, chaparral and grassland
habitat. Most deer will be in the chaparral up in the canyons and will require some effort to be
successful. Some deer will be found on the grasslands at lower elevations.

An access fee will be charged. Fees are $25.00 for the weekend, or $70.00 for an annual pass.
Call (831) 386-3310 for information on purchasing permits.

Camping is allowed on the base, only in the designated camp grounds at Outdoor Recreation.
Campsite fees are $5.00 per vehicle per day or $3.00 per vehicle per day in the overflow area.
An additional $1.00 per night is required for pets. Hunters can camp at the nearby Los Padres
National Forest or at the county camp near San Antonio Lake. Rooms are available at Fort
Hunter Liggett at the Hacienda and the BOQ.
